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3,000 jobs 
hope with 
£26m new 
roads plan 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
road network will help to 
create 3,000 new jobs, a 
council chief has said. 

Work on a new Bentley 
Road South bridge has star¬ 
ted as part of the £26 million 
scheme in Darlaston and 
Pleck. 

Regeneration chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew, said 
the project will transform 
the area. He said: “It’s one of 
our main drives to help busi¬ 
ness and create new jobs. We 
have parcels of land that 
poor roads are stopping from 
being redeveloped. 

“Better roads around the 
Black Country Enterprise 
Zone, which includes Dar¬ 
laston, will mean we can 
unlock 40 hectares of land, 
create more than 3,000 jobs 
in the next few years.” 

As part of the Walsall 
Council-funded work, two 
68-tonne beams have been 
lifted into place with 11 
weighing between 28 and 38 
tonnes also lifted during the 
six-hour operation. 

More than 4,000 cubic 
tonnes of rubble are being 
removed as part of the 
bridge-building operation. 

Four major junctions and 
two bridges are set to be up¬ 
graded in Darlaston and 
Pleck under the scheme. 
There will be work in Bent¬ 
ley Road South, including 
the junction with Heath 
Road, and Bentley Mill Way, 
including the junction with 
Darlaston Road. Work is due 
to be completed in 2015.

WALSALL College has been 
praised for its ‘clear drive’ to 
improve the employability 
skills of students after being 
re-accredited with a gold 
careers award. 

The college was presented

Drugs alert 
after thieves 
raid chemist 

POLICE have warned parents to be on their 
guard after prescription drugs were found 
discarded near to a pharmacy which was 
targeted by thieves. 

Burglars raided the Co-operative Phar¬ 
macy in Leckie Road, Walsall, at around 
1.39pm on Sunday and among the drugs 
taken were morphine, methadone and 
amphetamines. 

A full stock take of what was taken was 
carried out on Monday, with cash from a safe 
also believed to have been taken, but the 
total was not yet known. 

West Midlands Police spokesman Brigg 
Ford said: There was certainly a break-in. 
“It looks like there was a mix of prescription 
and over-the-counter things stolen.” 

He added the force had been wary of the 
drugs falling into the hands of children. A 
warning was put out by police through 
Twitter in a bid to stop the items falling into 
the hands of youngsters. 

Lindsay Colbeck, spokesperson for The 
Co-operative, said: “A quantity of prescrip¬ 
tion and over the counter medication was 
stolen from our pharmacy on Leckie Road in 
Walsall on Sunday. The police have been 
notified. Safety is our highest priority and if 
anyone finds the discarded medicines, we 
would urge them to take them to their local 
police station or pharmacy.” 

Blakenall councillor Pete Smith said: “It 
is extremely worrying to hear about this 
kind of break-in,” he said. “If prescription 
drugs have been taken it does make you 
wonder where they are going to go and 
whose hands they are going to end up in.”

Mrs Vaz has also written to FA 
chairman Greg Dyke asking him to support 
the campaign. 

She wants to hold a meeting with him to 
see what support is available for the club. 

Interest 

But she says that getting the support of a 
legend like Dalglish could bring the cam¬ 
paign to a wider audience. She said: “He has 
been very good and has shown an interest in 
the club - after we mentioned it to him he 
had been online looking up the club’s 
history.” 

She is also trying to organise a ‘parlia¬ 
mentary football match’ involving MPs and 
Westminster officials, and hopes shadow 
health secretary Andy Burnham will be one 
of the first to sign up. 

The football club, founded in 1874, is 
believed to be the second oldest non-league 
team in the country. It was a founder 
member of the Midlands league in 1962 but 
resigned at the end of last season. 

A committee was set up in September to 
generate £5,000 to cover costs rent, registra¬ 
tion fees and kits in a bid to save the club. 
Bosses are looking to raise another £5,000. 

But its City Ground base needs new 
fences and walls, so talks are being held with 
Walsall Council to decide whether the club 
will stay there or move to a new location. 

League officials will assess whether 
grounds are suitable between April and 
June.

MORE than 120 jobs are 
poised to be created after

Extra journeys with buses shake-up 


A SHAKE-UP of bus services has 
resulted in extra journeys and 
routes revised across the Black 
Country. A series of timetable 
changes have now come in across 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and 
part of Sandwell. 

It comes after a review by Centro 
and operators was carried out with 
the aim of increasing reliability and 
providing better connections for bus 
passengers. There is a new-look 41 


service between Willenhall and 
Walsall on evenings and Sundays 
which will now stop on the Allens 
Rough and Beacon estates. 

A faster 25 bus between the i54 
and Wolverhampton, which goes 
along Stafford Road and takes 18 
minutes rather than 38 minutes, is 
also part of the shake-up. The 65 
between Fordhouses, New Cross 
and Wolverhampton will provide an 
improved link to the hospital while 


there will be a new 50 service from 
Wood End to Cannock Road temple. 

A trial of a better service through 
Portobello which provided links to 
Walsall, Wolverhampton and Wil¬ 
lenhall, as part of the number 40 
bus, is also being introduced. 

Willenhall councillor Ian Shires 
welcomed the improvements which 
will make it easier for commuters 
and encourage them to use the bus 
rather than cars. A park and ride ini¬ 


tiative has been set up at The Square 
shopping precinct in Willenhall, in a 
bid to get more car users making use 
of public transport. 

The alterations will also see the 69 
and 89 co-ordinated to provide buses 
up to every 15 minutes between 
Wolverhampton, Wednesfield and 
New Invention.

He said: “I went out the 
other day and I got some 
Ambrosia Cream Rice and 
gave it to my kids and said, 
‘This is what Daddy ate back 
home’. And a decent Indian 
meal; you don’t really get 
good Indian food here.” 

The actor was brought up 
on the Yew Tree Estate. Of 
the new film he said: “We did 
a loose read-through with me 
doing an American acc-ent, 
then I reverted back to the 
British accent and the direc¬ 
tor said, ‘Drifter is no longer 
American, he’s Brit-ish.

But pupils have hit out at 
the surprise move, saying it 
could affect their chances at 
getting into college and 
further education. 

The subjects which have 
been dropped are believed to 
include resistant materials, 
computing, engineering and 
a business qualification. 

One student, who didn’t 
want to be named, claimed 
the move had affected 
dozens of students. 

They said: “I have already 
done a year’s worth of work 
in each of these subjects and 
now I am not going to get to 
finish them. I am worried 
that if I do not get all five 
GCSEs at A* to C then I 
won’t get in to college. There 
are some students who will 
leave school with eight 
GCSEs, an employer will def¬ 
initely pick them over me.” 

The move comes just 
months after the school 
unveiled a £26 million reb¬ 
uild which saw new music 
and recording studios instal¬ 
led alongside specialist dra¬ 
ma studios and a full-size 
competition basketball 
sports hall. 

Walsall Council leader 
Mike Bird said the authority 
had no control over the 
Grace Academy but added 
he thought a lack of interest 
in courses may have been 
behind the changes. 

He added: “The schools 
assess the needs of teaching 
by the take-up for courses 
planned in the curriculum. I 
should imagine the take-up 
might have been minimal 
with the resources available 
to teach those subjects.” 

Judi Wood, director of cor¬ 
porate development at the 
academy, confirmed the 
school had made some 
changes to its timetable. 


Town is battered by storms

FREAK weather battered Walsall as bolts of 
lightning were sent streaming across dark 
and gloomy skies and giant hailstones came 
down causing chaos at the weekend.

The storm left chaos and destruction in its 
wake and the extreme weather looks likely 
to continue - with snow on the way. 

The worst of the weather saw three homes 
and a church set on fire after being struck by 
lightning.

People living in Oakfield Road in Wollescote 
said the ground was shaking and cars 
vibrated after the lightning strike on Satur¬ 
day afternoon. 

Mother-of-two Natasha Attwood, aged 23, 
lives next door to a house damaged by fire. 
She was at a family member’s nearby - but 
heard the bang and returned to find the 
destruction. 

She said: “I feel really sorry for those 
people impacted, it was horrible. I’ve heard 
loads of other people were left without elec¬ 
tricity and phones because of this.” 

Other homes were also struck across the 
region, as was St Michael and the Holy

Angels church in High Street, West 
Bromwich. A Christmas decoration con¬ 
ducted electricity from the lightning, 
causing a fire. 

Residents and businesses were also left 
without power as a result of the weather 
problems. 

The storm also caused Wolves players to 
flee the field before their match against 
Bristol City at Molineux. Meanwhile, fore¬ 
casters have warned people to brace them¬ 
selves for cold weather with wintry 
showers, predicted for today, Thursday.

THE majority of wards have 
reopened to visitors at 
Walsall Manor Hospital just 
over a week after they were 
shut due to the winter vom¬ 
iting bug norovirus. 

The site was closed to vis¬ 
itors for eight days in a bid to 
contain the spread of the 
highly contagious illness, 
but the ban was lifted on 
Monday afternoon. 

Warning posters put up 
around the hospital have 
been taken down but hand¬ 
washing stations still 
remain at all entrances. 

Three out of the 25 wards 
are still affected by noro¬ 
virus, with four confirmed 
cases remaining. As a result, 
restrictions are in still in 
place on wards three, 14 and 
the Swift Discharge Unit. 

Visitors are being asked to 
call ahead as restrictions are 
being reviewed daily. 
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£40m plea 
for lifl-way 
green light 
on junction 

THE GOVERNMENT is to 
be lobbied for cash to enable 
the £40 million revamp of a 
busy motorway junction at 
Walsall to go-ahead. 

Plans have been drawn up 
for junction 10 which would 
include new bridges over the 
M6, which will see the road 
double in width to four 
lanes. 

There will also be 
improvements at Bloxwich 
Lane and modifications to 
the Black Country Route. 

Walsall Council has allo¬ 
cated £650,000 towards 
developing a business case 
with the Highways Agency 
set to provide £10m towards 
the ambitious project. Now 
alongside the Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership the coun¬ 
cil will ask the Government 
for cash to be allocated ins¬ 
isting it is a “national prior¬ 
ity.” 

Around 160,000 motorists 
a day use the busy stretch 
and the aim is to secure 
funding separate from the 
overall West Midlands allo¬ 
cation. Regeneration chief, 
councillor Adrian Andrew, 
said: “What we are trying to 
do is lobby the government 
to make this a national pri¬ 
ority.”

Miracle for Margot as 30,000 help cause

MORE than 30,000 people have come 
forward to help save the life of a little 
girl battling a rare form of leukaemia. 

Margot Martini, has inspired thou¬ 
sands of people to take a swab test to 
find her perfect stem cell donor. 

Celebrities including Steve Bull, 
Martin Clunes and Gary Barlow are 
backing the campaign and a mass 
swabbing event will take place in 
Wolverhampton next month. 

Margot’s mother Vicki, who hails 
from Essington, urged Black Country 
people to get behind them, saying: 
“This means everything to us.” 


Margot’s family has launched an 
online appeal to raise awareness of 
their little girl’s plight. An online 
video has been seen by more than 
60,000 people, while a Facebook 
group has almost 10,000 followers. 
More than 30,000 people have now 
come forward to be tested. 

Vicki, 38, launched an emotional 
plea for people to register as donors in 
the hope of finding a match for 17- 
month-old Margot. “This has torn 
our world apart,” she said, adding: “I 
went to see doctors with Margot at 
2pm because I knew something was¬ 


n’t right and by 2am she was in an 
induced coma and being treated for 
leukaemia.” 

Margot was 14 months old when 
she was diagnosed with a rare form of 
blood cancer. Doctors at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital have seen it 
three times in the past decade. 

Medics say her best hope is a bone 
marrow transplant and the hunt is 
now on to find a perfect stem cell 
match. A Swab for Margot day is 
being held at the Mount Hotel in Tet- 
tenhall Wood on February 23. 

Mrs Martini, who lives in London 


with her husband Yaser, 43, and sons 
Oscar, six, and Rufus, five, said: 
“Margot is beautiful. She is always 
smiling and gregarious.” But the 
former Cheslyn Hay High School pu¬ 
pil added: “This isn’t just for Margot. 
People never know when they might 
find themselves needing a donor.” 

The swab day has been organised 
by Margot’s aunt Charlotte Hath¬ 
away, of Tettenhall, who said: “We 
are searching all over the world to 
find the perfect match.” See

Police probe goes on after 
collision death of pensioner 


A POLICE investigation was continuing this 
week into the death of a pensioner who was 
hit by a car as he went to get his morning 
paper last week. 

The 86-year-old died after the smash on Walsall 
Wood High Street. Police said the driver of the silver 
Ford Mondeo, which crashed into a wall after hitting 
the pensioner and came to rest outside the Boatman’s 
Rest pub, was being voluntarily interviewed by offi¬ 
cers, and at the time of going to press, no further 


action had been taken. 

Police and paramedics 
were called to the scene 
early last Friday and the 
road was shut for several 
hours between Salter’s 
Road and Coppice Road for 
investigations. 

The victim was believed 
to have lived close to where 
the crash took place and 
neighbours said they were 
in ‘complete shock’. 

The trip to the shops had 
been the pensioner’s daily 
routine for the last 11 years. 

He was rushed to hospital 
following the incident, with 
life-threatening injuries 
where he later died. 

Paper 

Police and paramedics 
were called to the accident 
at around 5.50am and the 
road was shut for several 
hours between Salters Road 
and Coppice Road for inves¬ 
tigations to be carried out. 

The car smashed into a 
wall after hitting the pen¬ 
sioner and stopped outside 
the pub. 

Rash Patel, aged 59,who 
runs Costcutter in the High 
Street, said he served the 
elderly man his morning 
paper minutes before he 
was hit by the car, as he has 
done for the last 11 years. 

“He lives across the road 
and he would come over 
every day,” said Mr Patel. 

“He’s been coming here 
for around 11 years. He is a 
very strong-willed man and 
very pleasant.”

Mr Patel said that the 
man, who is believed to live 
close to where the crash 
took place, would cross the 
road to collect his morning 
paper every day. 

The shopkeeper, who 
described hearing ‘a bang 
and a screeching noise’ 
while in his shop, called the 
police and ambulance crews 
after the smash. 

The man’s neighbour 
Jenny Lawley said: “He’s a 
nice guy and is well-known 
in the area. 

“He used to be well- 
known for using a mobility 
scooter, but has recently 
had an operation and is 
walking regularly. Every¬ 
body in the area is in com¬ 
plete shock.” 

Another nearby resident, 
Mrs Janis Rogers, said the 
whole neighbourhood had 
been ‘shocked and sad¬ 
dened’ by the accident. 

“He is a pleasant man. I 
speak to him whenever we 
cross paths,” said 59-year- 
old Mrs Rogers, who has 
lived in the area for 21 
years. 

“Nobody can believe what 
has happened. It has caused 
a lot of shock and upset.” 

A spokesman from West 
Midlands Police said: “Offi¬ 
cers were called at 5.48am 
following reports that a car 
had collided with an elderly 
man in High Street, Walsall 
Wood.”

Fewer to face redundancy axe 


FEWER workers will be made redun¬ 
dant at Walsall Council than originally 
redicted, it has been revealed, as 
osses announce they will instead look 
to make savings elsewhere. 

The council, which needs to cut £19 
million from its budget, was originally 
looking at 332 job losses - but the 
number is now being cut. The figure of 
332 was reduced to 284 when tempo¬ 
rary workers had their contracts ter¬ 
minated and bosses have now 
announced that the total number of 
jobs lost is expected to be around 210 
after chiefs went back to the drawing 


board with their budget plans. Some 
112 applications for voluntary redun¬ 
dancy have been accepted, while 12 
workers have been redeployed to other 
areas of the local authority. 

Finance chief Councillor Chris Towe 
said £19 million was still being cut but 
that savings would be made in other 
areas. He said: “It is a moving feast at 
the moment and the proposals are yet 
to be finalised. 

“When we drew up the draft budget 
it was the worst case scenario but that 
has now changed and it could still 
change further. We want to keep as 


many staff on as possible as without 
workers we won’t have a council.” 

It comes after chiefs revealed the 
package of savings that would see the 
children’s services department budget 
cut and Walsall Museum close. 

The final budget will be approved 
next month by the council. 

Some £5m will be slashed from the 
children’s services budget. 

The department came under fire last 
year when Ofsted judged safeguarding 
services and its capacity to improve as 
inadequate - although it has since 
improved to be rated as adequate.

Jail on hold for man who stalked ex 


A STALKER who hounded his ex¬ 
girlfriend with phone calls, turned 
up on her doorstep and went to her 
workplace begging to rekindle their 
relationship has been slapped with a 
restraining order and suspended jail 
term. 

Mandip Singh, of Walsall, also 
made his 40-year-old ex-partner 
believe he would kill them both by 
sending an email making reference 
to them being with her late father 
soon. Walsall Magistrates Court 
heard that the pair ended their rela¬ 


tionship last November but 31-year- 
old Singh then started constantly 
pestering her for more than a fort¬ 
night. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, 
said Singh also posted a drawing 
through her letterbox of himself, 
Miss Wilson, her dog, horse and late 
father. She said Singh went to the 
victim’s home on November 4 last 
year, telling her he had taken an 
overdose and she called him an 
ambulance. The court was told that 
Singh kept calling her, begging her 


to take him back, but she said their 
relationship was over. 

The victim was also followed by 
Singh while she was on her lunch 
break from work in Sutton Coldfield 
and he made further pleas. 

Singh, of Lichfield Road, Rushall, 
was arrested and admitted that his 
ex partner had told him the relation¬ 
ship was over and not to contact her, 
but stated he was trying to arrange 
to collect his property. Singh admit¬ 
ted stalking the victim between 
November 1 and 20 last year. 


Singh, who was previously given a 
six-month restraining order against 
Miss Wilson in August 2012 for 
harassment, was handed a seven- 
week prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months. He was given a commu¬ 
nity order, with a 12-month supervi¬ 
sion requirement, 150 hours unpaid 
work, and was ordered to pay £100 
compensation, £85 costs and £80 
victim surcharge. 

Singh was also handed a restrain¬ 
ing order, meaning he cannot cont¬ 
act the victim for two years. 


Deaf and mute robber is 
given sentence warning 


A YOUNG deaf and mute man has been 
warned he faces up to three years behind 
bars after robbing and conning victims with 
similar disabilities. 

Cruel Burt Ledsam befriended disabled people and 
fleeced them for thousands of pounds in a variety of 
scams. He pleaded guilty to two charges of robbery 
and a similar number of fraud offences involving 
more than £5,000 when he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 


ton Crown Court. 

The 22-year-old used 
threats and intimidation to 
force a deaf man to with¬ 
draw a total of £3,500 in five 
days last July from a bank in 
Walsall. Ledsam was seen on 
CCTV twice accompanying 
the victim who had to travel 
to the branch on a mobility 
scooter from his nearby 
home. 

He also tricked two deaf 
women with learning diffi¬ 
culties out of around £1,800 
by posing as a support 
worker. He told the first of 
these, who was aged 58, that 
he was arranging new 
accommodation for her and 
needed money to pay for 
wallpaper and other fittings 
at the non-existent flat. 

Trickster 

Mr Stephen Thomas, 
prosecuting, said she 
handed over money on eight 
separate occasions between 
January and June last year 
with a total of £1,500 
involved in the scam. 

Another woman gave a 
further £300 after being 
conned by the trickster into 
helping her friend pay for 
goods for the non-existent 
flat, added the lawyer. 

Ledsam from Latches 
Close, Darlaston admitted 
twice committing fraud by 
falsely representing himself 
to the two women as a 
support worker collecting 
money towards a new flat. 
He further pleaded guilty to 
robbing a man who also had 
learning difficulties and was

deaf of a total of £3,500 on 
two dates in July. 

He had previously claimed 
that the money had been 
given to him freely by the 
three victims but changed 
his plea to guilty on all four 
charges as his trial was 
about to start at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. A 
jury that had been put in 
charge of the case but heard 
no evidence formally 
returned guilty verdicts. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, 
deending, told the court that 
the change of plea followed 
discussions with his client 
who had now had time to 
reflect on the situation. He 
said that the attack on the 
robbery victim had involved 
a single punch to the arm. 

Recorder Stephen Lineh- 
an QC indicated that the 
defendant would not be 
jailed for more than three 
years for the offences before 
remanding him in custody 
for pre-sentence reports 
until February 11. 

He said that it was impor¬ 
tant that three vulnerable 
witnesses would now not 
have to go through the 
ordeal of giving evidence to 
the jury during a trial. 

Ledsam’s only previous 
conviction involved an 
attempt to obtain property 
by deception that followed 
an incident when he was 16 
years old and tried to get a 
£3 refund by claiming he had 
lost money in a photo 
machine. He received a con¬ 
ditional discharge.

Piles fear 
man died 
following 
operation 

A MAN who went to his 
doctor thinking he had piles 
died less than a month later 
after developing complica¬ 
tions from surgery, an 
inquest heard. 

Barry Williams, of Blox- 
wich, complained of pain 
while visiting his doctor in 
April 2010. It was thought 
the 66-year-old had piles, 
but the foundry worker was 
diagnosed with a perianal 
abscess a few days later and 
underwent a colostomy and 
surgery at Walsall Manor 
Hospital to cut off dead 
tissue, Smethwick Coron¬ 
er’s Court heard. 

But the 66-year-old suf¬ 
fered a cardiac arrest after 
developing fecal peritonitis 
due to a perforated small 
bowel and died on May 21, 
2010. The inquest was told 
that a post mortem exami¬ 
nation also found that 
severe necrotizing fasciitis, 
a flesh-eating disease caused 
by infection, had con¬ 
tributed to his death. 

Recording his conclusion, 
Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain said: “Death 
was as the result of compli¬ 
cation of necessary emer¬ 
gency surgery properly 
indicated and performed.”

Last Thursday’s tables 
also reveal that almost a 
quarter of a million fewer 
children are being taught in 
failing secondary schools 
compared with three years 
ago. 

The number of schools 
falling below the Govern¬ 
ment’s floor target for sec¬ 
ondaries has more than 
halved since 2010, according 
to official data contained in 
new performance tables. 
But there are still just over 
150 schools that are consid¬ 
ered to be under-perform¬ 
ing, collectively educating 
almost 120,000. 

The new league tables are 
based on data and informa¬ 
tion provided by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education (DIE). 

The results show how 
every school and college 
across England performed 
at GCSE, A-level, other aca¬ 
demic and vocational quali¬ 
fications in 2013. Education 
Secretary Michael Gove said 
that the figures were ‘a 
credit to the professionalism 
and hard work of teachers’.

Vet's nurse overdose tragedy 


A VETERINARY nurse accidentally 
died from an overdose of medication 
prescribed for high blood pressure - 
after being confronted by her partner 
over suspicions she took thyroid drugs 
intended for animals. 

Nicole Firth, aged 27, collapsed 
while visiting her GP on October 15 
last year after being accompanied 
there by staff from a nearby chemists’, 
the inquest heard. She was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital, but she died 
despite efforts to save her. 

Black Country Assistant Coroner 
Mr Angus Smillie told the inquest a 


toxicology report showed Miss Firth, 
who was prescribed the beta-blocker 
propranolol, had 9.1 milligrammes in 
her system, an amount ‘consistent 
with overdosing’. The cause of death 
was given as propranolol overdose. 

He said she had previously been 
treated in hospital for overdoses. 

Dr Diana Newson, based at Lichfield 
Street Surgery in Walsall town centre, 
said there had been concerns over the 
presence of the levels of thyroxine, a 
thyroid hormone, which showed up in 
hospital tests. But Miss Firth, who had 
thyroid issues, denied taking ‘fictitious 


thyroxine’. Her partner Keir Lidster 
said he confronted Miss Firth the day 
before her death with his suspicions 
that she was taking thyroxines after 
finding it on several occasions. 

He said they discussed the issue that 
night and he told Miss Firth unless she 
told the truth he could not help her. He 
added she had been upset and had sent 
texts to him and her family the next 
day. Mr Smillie said he was not satis¬ 
fied beyond reasonable doubt that she 
had intended to take her own life and 
concluded that Miss Firth, of Lichfield 
Road, Butts, Walsall, died accidentally.

Fury at parking claims 


COUNCIL bosses have hit out at media 
reports that obese people are being given 
disabled parking permits. 

Walsall Council says individuals applying 
for blue badges have various medical condi¬ 
tions which affect their mobility. 

It insists that an obese person with a 
permit would have one because there is a 
link to a medical condition. It comes amid 
claims that people were getting badges for 
obesity. 

Councillor Chris Towe, portfolio holder 
for resources, said: “It is important to make 
clear that we do not issue blue badges to 
people because they are obese. 

“If an individual does not have an auto¬ 


matic entitlement to a blue badge, which 
applies to people who receive the higher rate 
of the mobility component of the disability 
living allowance, the council carries out a 
mobility assessment to determine whether 
the individual has a permanent and substan¬ 
tial disability that causes inability to walk or 
very considerable difficulty in walking. 

“Individuals applying for blue badges 
have a very wide range of medical conditions 
which can lead to severe impairment of their 
mobility. It is never the case that an individ¬ 
ual medical condition including obesity 
would give rise to the issuing of a blue badge. 
Any suggestion to the contrary would be 
inaccurate and misleading.”

THE FAMILY of a five-year-old disabled boy are 
hoping to raise nearly £6,000 for a specialist bed to 
keep him safe at night. 

Kyla and Kiy Jones, from Walsall, are organising a 
fundraising evening of entertainment at The Brunswick 
pub on Crankhall Lane, Wednesbury, on Friday February 
7. All proceeds from the night will be donated to Newlifo 
Foundation for Disabled Children, which is working with 
the family to provide a £5,939 Safespace to keep five-year- 
old Kenzy safe at night. 

Kenzy was diagnosed with Autism Spectrum Disorder 
at the age of three, and more recently he has experienced 
seizures and is being monitored for epilepsy. 

He currently sleeps in a standard cot but has no aware¬ 
ness of danger and injures himself on the sides, which he 
also climbs over, causing disruption in the bedroom he 
shares with his older brother who has Cerebral Palsy. 

His parents turned to Cannock-based Newlifo Founda¬ 
tion for funding help. The fundraiser will feature drag 
artist Anett Curtain, prize bingo and karaoke. Tickets are 
£5 each and are available in advance from the pub. Entry 
to the event, which starts at 7pm, will be by ticket only.

THERE are many lists showing 
the things you should do 
before you die but one young 
terminal cancer sufferer has 
created and carried out his 
own. 

It all started with a tattoo in his 
armpit followed by a charity quiz at 
his local pub. 

Now a year after publishing online his 
quirky wish-list of 46 things to do before 
he dies, Stephen Sutton, who has incur¬ 
able cancer, is reflecting on 12 months of 
fun and fundraising. He says: “It’s been 
an unimaginable year. ” 

Now the 19-year-old from Burntwood 
is celebrating the one-year anniversary 
of his list by announcing the fund now 
stands at more than £160,000. 

In the last 12 months he has played 
the drums in front of 90,000 football 
fans at Wembley, surfed a festival crowd 
in a rubber dinghy, learned to juggle, 
performed a couple of skydives, given a 
speech at the House of Commons and 
met his comedy hero Jimmy Carr.

But Number 1 on the list, and by far 
the most important to him, was to raise 
£10,000 for the Teenage Cancer Trust, 
which has supported him and other 
young people fighting the disease. 

The latest fundraising figure fills him 
with immense pride, and which makes 
him their top fundraiser on the Just 
Giving website. It all seems like a long 
time ago now but he thinks the 
fundraising started with a pub quiz at 
his local, The Wych Elm in Burntwood.

Memories of Jamie at 
Arboretum ceremony 


by Marion Brennan 
A MOVING ceremony at 
Walsall Arboretum in memoir 
of brave youngster Jamie 
Cartwright - who died after 
twice fighting off leukaemia - 
took place at the weekend. 

The Walsall nine-year-old was 
tragically struck down after 
picking up an infection while 
recovering in hospital from the 
second bout of the illness. 

An internal investigation into the 
youngster’s death at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital has been launched 
following an official complaint by his 
parents. Recently, heartbroken John 
and Vicki Cartwright planted an oak 
tree sapling in memory to their ‘brave 
and courageous’ son, near the skate¬ 
board park where he loved to perform 
daredevil stunts. 

Transplant 

Over 100 friends and family 
attended the ceremony where a poem 
was read out and hundreds of balloons 
released. Later this year a charity in 
his name will also be launched. 

Jamie, who lived in Rischale Wav, 
Rushall, was first diagnosed with 
leukaemia in 2006 when he was just 
two years old. After intense chem¬ 
otherapy he went into remission. 

But almost seven years later, a 
couple of days after Christmas 2012, 
they were given the distressing news 
that the condition was back. 

Throughout last year, Jamie 
endured more bouts of chemotherapy 
before undergoing a bone marrow 
transplant thanks to his 14-year-old 
brother Aaron who was a perfect donor 
match. Afterwards, Jamie was given 
the all-clear from leukaemia but tragi¬ 
cally caught an infection, Aspergillus, 
which the family claim was undetected 
by the hospital until the youngster suf¬ 
fered a seizure. By that time the infec-

tion had spread to his brain and on 
August 7 his family were told he had 
suffered a brain haemorrhage. He died 
a few hours later. 

Jamie’s uncle, Danny Loundes, of 
Bloxwich, said: “Despite everything, 
he was so bubbly, making everyone 
laugh, and he was so strong too. He was 
doing so well and we all thought he’d be 
home permanently.” 

Since then, family and friends have 
thrown themselves into fundraising 
for the Acorns Children’s Hospice in 
Walsall. Vicki, aged 41, is a hair stylist 
at a BUPA care home, and 44-year-old 
John, is a property maintenance 
worker. Mr Loundes said the couple, 
along with Aaron, had just endured 
Jamie’s first birthday without him. 
The youngster would have been 10 two 
weeks ago. “It’s been a very difficult

time for them. Jamie’s death is still 
very raw for all of us. But the tree¬ 
planting and balloon release is some¬ 
thing positive.” 

Jamie’s school, Little Bloxwich CofE 
Primary, is paying its own tribute to 
their popular former pupil by building 
a shelter with a bench, to be called 
Jamie’s Place, where children can go if 
they are feeling down. 

Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
has since released a statement. 
Spokeswoman Anna Sykes said: “We 
can confirm that we are carrying out 
our own internal investigation in 
response to the complaint received 
from John and Vicki Cartwright, fol¬ 
lowing the death of their son Jamie. We 
will continue to liaise closely with the 
family and our thoughts remain with 
them at this very difficult time. ”

HE HAD waited three hours 
on a misty morning to capture 
the perfect autumnal scene, 
and Great Wyrley photogra¬ 
pher Brett Critchley had to all 
intents given up. 

But while walking away from 
the woodland the decisive moment 
finally arrived for the 37-year-old. 

What started as an unpromising 
sunrise ended up being a spectacular 
scene which Brett captured on camera, 
creating an atmospheric work of art. 
His image of rays of sunlight beaming 
through the trees onto golden leaves 
has now earned him an international 
award - with judges hailing the stun¬ 
ning picture as ‘capturing autumn in 
every sense’.

“I shot it freehand with a wide-open 
aperture and was very pleased with the 
results.” 

Brett added: “I very rarely enter any 
of my photographs into competitions, 
so winning this category has been both 
rewarding and exciting. I feel hon¬ 
oured that others consider this photo¬ 
graph to be special. When I saw the 
categories for this year’s RHS competi¬ 
tion I knew this was the right place for 
me to share my photograph,” he said. 

Brett also had success in the compe¬ 
tition’s wildlife category, winning 
third prize for his photograph of a mole 
emerging from underground into the 


light. He captured the image while in 
his mother’s garden in Norwich. He 
added: “I didn’t expect to win at all but 
the fact that I did and I came third for 
my other photograph of a mole is fan¬ 
tastic. 

“Winning has definitely given me 
the motivation to enter more competi¬ 
tions in the future. 

“I work as a photographer semi-pro¬ 
fessionally, but I would like to keep it 
as a hobby more than a job.” 

Competition judge Chris Young, 


who is also editor of The Garden mag¬ 
azine, said: “Brett’s image immedi¬ 
ately caught the judges’ attention as a 
clear winner of this category. His strik¬ 
ing, atmospheric photo with golden 
leaves lit by stunning shafts of light 
and misty tree trunks captures 
autumn in every sense,” said Chris.

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Forging ahead to bring new 
sculptures on streets of town

WORK is under way to produce a 
series of sculptures that will 
become a feature of a leisure 
complex and a Black Country town. 

Five artworks are planned for loca¬ 
tions between Bentley Bridge and 
Wednesfield High Street which will be 
installed this summer. The sculptures, 
which are funded by the owners of 
Bentley Bridge, will consist of four cast 
iron creations that are to be a ‘celebra¬ 
tion’ of the people of Wednesfield. 

The fifth creation is set to be a much 


larger ‘Wayfinder’ or signpost-like 
structure on the Wednesfield side of 
the Bentley Bridge complex that 
directs people to key locations in the 
town centre. It will be made of stainless 
steel. Local artists Julie Edwards and 
Ron Thompson are behind the cre¬ 
ations and have already had their work 
attached to the side of the recent exten¬ 
sion at Sainsbury’s. 

Julie said: “This has been a wonder¬ 
ful project. The community groups at 
Wednesfield have been a pleasure to 


work with and the support from local 
groups such as WV11 and the commu¬ 
nity support workers have really made 
this project.” 

The castings are being made at Pur- 
bright Castings in Chapel Green, Wil- 
lenhall, with the use of metal, stone 
and granite plinths. 

Wolverhampton City Council says 
the designs have been directly inspired 
by the knowledge and ideas of local 
people. The artists also consulted local 
schoolchildren for the project.

Court orders 
fraudster to 
pay up over 
false claims 


A BENEFITS cheat will have to repay more 
than £14,000 after being convicted of fraud by 
failing to declare she lived with her partner. 

Rachael Rogers, of Willenhall, was ordered to 
repay the full amount of housing benefit she had 
been overpaid, which amounted to £7,169.54, at 
Walsall Magistrates Court last week. 


The court heard she 
received the cash over more 
than two years up to 
January 2012. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prose¬ 
cuting, said the 35-year-old 
had also fraudulently 
claimed £4,289.90 in income 
support and £2,646.70 in 
Jobseeker’s Allowance by 
failing to declare she lived 
with her partner, who was 
working. 

Benefits 

She said: “The defen¬ 
dant’s claim was fraudulent 
because from at least 
October 2009 her partner, 
Lee Whitehouse, was resid¬ 
ing at the same address as 
Rogers. 

“She said she was the only 
adult living at the address.” 

Mrs Munro said her bene¬ 
fits had been paid on the 
basis she was a single parent 
with dependent children. 

She told the court: 
“Investigations were 
carried out following infor¬ 
mation suggesting the 
defendant was living with 
Mr Whitehouse."

The court heard various 
documents linked Mr 
Whitehouse to her address. 
Rogers, of Slater Street, Wil¬ 
lenhall, was convicted 
earlier following a trial of 
four charges of dishonestly 
failing to notify Walsall 
Council and the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions 
of a change in circumstances 
that would have affected her 
entitlement to benefits. 

Defending, Mr Nigel Ford 
said despite being found 
guilty of the charges she 
maintained her innocence. 

He told the court she had 
initially started to make 
payments when asked to 
repay the authorities but 
had then become bankrupt. 

He said: “There were pay¬ 
ments for a year before my 
defendant became bank¬ 
rupt.” 

In addition to having to 
pay the £7,169.54 in housing 
benefit, Rogers was fined 
£200, ordered to pay a £400 
contribution to costs and 
£20 victim surcharge.

Plans lodged 
for units at 
site of depot 

TWO industrial units will be built on the 
site of a former Walsall Council depot, 
under new plans lodged, which could 
also see up to 30 jobs created. 

The buildings would spring up in Mer¬ 
chants Way, Aldridge, and would provide 
space for several businesses starting up in the 
community, according to planning agents 
behind the scheme. 

According to plans lodged with Walsall 
Council, a two-storey building would be used 
for manufacturing or as a warehouse, while a 
single-storey building would be used as 
‘starter units’. 

No tenants have yet been lined up but it is 
thought the scheme could create dozens of 
jobs. Planning agent Paul Wilkes said: “They 
are speculative units. We don’t know who will 
go in them but it could create jobs. We have 
provided for six units of different sizes. They 
would be good for people starting out in busi¬ 
ness who want a modest, simple unit. 

Boundaries 

“I would have thought you would be 
looking at 25 to 30 jobs. We are itching to get 
on site and get on with it.” 

He said work on the industrial units could 
be completed later this year if the scheme is 
given the go-ahead by planning chiefs. 

A planning report, submitted with the pro¬ 
posals, reads: “The existing site was previ¬ 
ously a council depot. The buildings have 
been removed above ground. It is proposed to 
erect two buildings for either industrial or 
storage use. Both buildings are speculative, 
but ideally the two storey building would 
become a manufacturing or warehousing use, 
whilst the single storey building would be 
suitable as starter units.” 

The council depot which was based in Mer¬ 
chants Way was staffed by more than 40 
workers but closed in 2011 in a bid to save 
cash. The base was for waste management 
and ground maintenance teams, with 
workers moving to a new depot in Brownhills.

A LEADING cartoonist and 
comic book artist who 
drew Korky the Cat for the 
cover of The Dandy for 20 
years has died aged 97. 

West Bromwich-born 

Charles Grigg, who also drew 
more than 200 saucy postcard 
designs, penned the adventures 
of Korky for the comic from 
1962 right through until 1982. 

A son of a railway fitter and born 
in 1916, Mr Grigg lived in Barnford 
Crescent, Oldbury, for many years 
from 1960 with his wife Margery 
before moving to Halesowen. 

Beginning his working life as a 
woodworker apprentice at the age 
of 14, he began selling his cartoons 
to the Oldbury Weekly News before 
he was put in touch with DC

Thomson, publisher of the Beano 
and Dandy. His first comic creation, 
Sooty and His Shooter, appeared in 
the 500th issue of the Dandy in 
1951, before he became a full-time 
artist for both comics. 

As the artist for the famous cat, 
drawing the weekly strip, Mr Grigg 
was told by one editor that he had 
created the definitive Korky. 

Albums 

His longest running strip, Foxy, 
made its debut in the first issue of 
Topper in 1953, but went on to 
become a full-page strip and was 
included in the comic until 1976. 

After retiring from his full-time 
work with The Dandy and The 
Beano aged 65, Mr Grigg restricted 


himself to the albums. In an inter¬ 
view with the Express & Star, aged 
70, Mr Grigg said: “I would say that 
without exception I have done the 
album covers for more than 20 
years. I think I have added my own 
character to what was already an 
established character but I can’t 
define Korky. It’s just part of what 
Ido. 

“I am quite an ordinary person. 
A lot of people remark on it and my 
answer is that it’s a job, a profes¬ 
sion, something I love doing but 
nothing more than a job.” 

Signing his name as ‘Chas’, Mr 
Grigg also drew saucy postcards for 
Bamforth and Co for more than 50 
years, with some of the jokes 
reportedly being supplied by his 
wife. 

Stephen, his son lived and looked 
after him for the last four years of 


his life, said: “It was my mum who 
would often come up with the ideas 
for the dirty postcards. He was 
often more concerned about the 
artwork but he did have a good 
sense of humour. He was a very 
modest man. He never had a bad 
word to say about anyone. “It was 
brilliant growing up being his son, 
I would tell everyone at school 
what my dad did. We used to get all 
these free comics which was great, 
I remember them arriving and 
reading them in my bed-room. It 
was always magical and special 
looking at what dad had done.” 

He added that his father, a life¬ 
long Albion fan, had once consid¬ 
ered a career in football and even 
played for the Aston Villa Reserves 
during the Second World War, but 
decided to stick with his drawing 
working as an engineer at Henry 


Hope’s in West Bromwich. He still 
loved to paint and draw and I 
encouraged him to keep it up to 
help him with his dementia. 

All you had to do was put a piece 
of paper in front of him and he 
would doodle,” added the 64-year- 
old. His earliest published works 
were for two local papers, ‘Rufus 
Rabbit’ for the Oldbury Weekly 
News in 1945, and ‘Billy Bone’ for 
the Smethwick Telephone. 

Despite suffering from vascular 
disease later in life, causing him to 
have problems with his short-term 
memory, Mr Grigg wrote down his 
life story which he would read 
through regularly, and look 
through artwork in more than 400 
copies of The Dandy which he 
kept. Charles, whose wife died in 
2008, leaves his two sons Stephen 
and Roger.

Great display of young 
home-grown folk talent 


Folk Lounge - Newhampton Arts 
Centre, Wolverhampton 

THERE is a rich and deep 
seam of young folk talent in 
the Midlands and Wolverh¬ 
ampton and musician Faye 
Katherine Brookes has scrat¬ 
ched the surface to set up 
what will hopefully be the first 
of the folk Lounges in the city. 

The night at the arts centre, 
Dunkley Street showed not only the 
quality of the talent out there but also 
the depth and breadth of sound and 
song which is right on the doorstep. 

When you are on a bill full of artists 
it can be the poison chalice to be first 
up, this challenge fell to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton singer/songwriter Rob Fellows, who 
like several of the artists on the night 
had to contend with sound problems. 

David Fisher, another singer/song- 
writer and busker was next up and 
opened well on the gobiron with 
There’s No Reason to be Sad. 

His distinct voice launched straight 
into the quick-fire tune and lyrics 
which had a Western feel to them. With 
a good rhythm he built the sound nicely

in what was a really good arm waving 
song, the sort that would get festival 
crowds swaying. 

He gave up the stage to another 
Wolverhampton singer/songwriter, 
Daniel Kirk, who plays a four string 
guitar to accompany his distinctive 
and extremely likeable voice, but he 
does lose Brownie points for singing 
with a faux American accent. 

The first of the bands took over from 
this point with Jenny Went Away from 
Birmingham. The group is made up of 
Rhiannon Davies on percussion, 
ukelele and just about anything else 
she feels like doing, Jenny Bulcraig on 
guitar and vocals and Jen Waghorn on 


fiddle and vocals. They came out with 
all guns blazing and never really let up 
for the whole of their set and one of 
their liveliest was Dancing Tree. 

The second of the trio of trios was 
Driftwood Store with Katharine Grif¬ 
fiths on fiddle and vocals, Che 
Cartwright on guitar, harmonica and 
lead vocals and Elbe Chambers who 
has one of the most gorgeous voices. 

They opened with the traditional 
and also much-covered Blacksmith 
and straight away it was clear they 
blend together with such harmony and 
this was also apparent with Darling 
I’m Cold where they combined to make 
a glorious sound. 

The last of the trios was High Horses 
who, not least because of their man¬ 
dolin player Adam Heath, have a very 
distinctive look and style, reminiscent 
of Jethro Tull and McGuinness Flint. 
They haven’t integrated the full rock 
sound and haven’t left behind the tra¬ 
ditional folk either. 

As a showcase for new Midlands folk 
talent and as a first effort in organising 
the event, Faye Brookes should be 
justly proud - now at the very least it 
should become an annual event.

S tephen Tompkinson would be 
wasted behind a desk in a 
boring nine to five office job. 
As an actor, he’s proved he’s about 
as versatile as they come. We’ve 
seen him on-screen under the guise 
of a reporter, a priest, a construction 
worker, a vet and of course, dogged 
cop DCI Alan Banks, who’s back on 
our screens tonight.

Nissan Qashqai leading the way 


DEMAND for Nissan’s award-winning 
Qashqai, the best-selling Crossover in 
Europe, helped lift output at the 
company’s Sunderland plant above 
500,000 units for the second year in 
succession. 

Nissan’s North East Plant, the largest car- 
assembly facility in the UK, has produced more 
than one million vehicles in the past two years 
amid continued investment and new model 
launches from the site. 

Kevin Fitzpatrick, Nissan’s vice-president for 
Manufacturing in the UK, said: “Building over a 
million cars in two years is a further sign of 
Nissan’s growing brand presence in one of the 
most competitive markets in Europe. 

“Exceeding output of 500,000 units for a second 
year is an even greater achievement given we com¬ 
bined this high volume whilst also starting produc¬ 
tion of the all-electric Nissan LEAF at the plant, 
along with the launch of the new Note, and replac¬ 
ing the most popular car we have ever made with 
the new generation Qashqai.” 

In 2013, more than 286,000 of the cars built in 
Sunderland last year were Nissan Qashqais, now 
in its eighth year of production. Total Qashqai pro¬ 
duction in the UK stands at 1,752,232 since 2006. 

Production of the new generation Qashqai, 
which has been named Car of the Year by What 
Car?, will be marked with a launch event at Sun¬ 
derland on January 22. “Our workforce continues 
to set the benchmark for productivity and quality, 
and I would like to thank and congratulate them 


all on reaching this latest milestone,” said Fitz¬ 
patrick. 

The annual production figures of 501,756 follow 
a year in which Prime Minster David Cameron 
visited the plant to mark the launch of the Nissan 
LEAF, and work began on a plant extension to 
enable production of the Infiniti Q30 from 2015. 

Monthly production broke the 50,000 barrier in 
October for the first time in Nissan’s 27-year 
history of manufacturing in the UK, with eight dif¬ 
ferent model variants built across the calendar 
year. The year ended with the unveiling of the new 
generation Qashqai, the embodiment of Nissan’s 
innovation and excitement and the key driver in 
the company’s goal of becoming the top-selling 
Asian brand in Europe. 

Improvement 

The new Qashqai, which goes on sale this 
month, will retain 50 per cent of its value after 
three years/30,000 miles - a 10 per cent improve¬ 
ment on its predecessor - according to latest data 
from residual value (RV) setters CAR 

The new £20,840 Qashqai 1.5 dCi Acenta now 
has an RV of 50 per cent or £10,400 after three 
years, meaning it is set to retain £2,375 more over 
its first three years of life compared to its outgoing 
equivalent. 

Not only does this position Qashqai as the C 
segment diesel Crossover king but also places it 
ahead of some key hatch rivals such as the Volk¬ 
swagen Golf. The 1.5 dCi also returns combined 
fuel consumption of 74.3mpg while emitting just 
99g/km C02, further reinforcing the business case 
for fleet drivers. Meanwhile, the new Qashqai 1.2 



DIG-T Acenta petrol - priced from just £19,145 - 
also enjoys a 10 per cent RV increase on the outgo¬ 
ing model, giving a real world RV after three years 
of £9,575, a £2,800 increase on the outgoing 1.6 
Qashqai Acenta.

New Ison 
is boosting 
the figures 
for SEAT

THE industry has been predicting big things 
for SEAT and the new Leon has helped the 
company smash sales figures in the past year. 

With 45,312 cars registered, SEAT sold 6,514 more 
cars in 2013 than it did in 2012 - its previous best ever 
year. 

That’s a 16.8 per cent improvement and is SEAT’s 
fifth consecutive annual sales rise, giving the company 
a 2 per cent UK market share. 

The success is underpinned by the third generation 
Leon achieving the model’s best sales ever, with 14,302 
in 2013 and the news comes in the same week that Leon 
was named “2013 best family car” by CarBuyer maga¬ 
zine. 

The SC is the first ever three-door Leon, following on 
from last year’s relaunch of the revamped five-door, and 
will be joined early this year by an estate. 

It’s fashionable these days to brand three door cars as 
coupes and it’s fair to say that the Spaniards have 
achieved that with the stylish SC FR 1.4TSi on test. 

In fact this Leon is completely new with a lower roof 
and stylish tailgate enhancing the profile and despite 
being 35mm shorter than it’s five-door sister there’s 
ample room inside for four. 

Balance 

It’s difficult to fault the car with a good balance of per¬ 
formance and economy linked to sportiness and 
comfort, emphasising just why the younger driver is 
being attracted to the SEAT brand. 

Generating 140ps it’ll get you from a standstill to 
62mph in 8.2 seconds and has a top speed of 131mph 
while able to keep C02 emissions down to an impressive 
119g/km level. On top of that the test model averaged 
54.3mpg. 

Being built on the same platform as the Golf means 
you get good handling and plenty of grip with the FR 
benefitting from SEAT’s Drive Profile Selector - giving 
a choice of throttle and steering response depending 
whether you select eco, normal or sport options. 

All this is controlled through a neat touch screen 
system which is the centrepiece of the fascia which is the 
most disappointing aspect of this newcomer. SEAT have 
gone for the minimalistic approach and it looks boring. 

The Leon has generous specification from base level. 
Every Leon SC comes with air conditioning, sports¬ 
shaped front seats, steering wheel mounted audio con¬ 
trols, seven airbags, remote central locking, anti-lock 
brakes and electronic stability control. 

SE trim adds, among other things, 16inch alloy 
wheels, front fog lights with cornering function, cruise 
control, leather steering wheel and gear knob, XDS elec¬ 
tronic differential lock, and hill hold control. 

Top-of-the range Leon models come wearing SEAT’s 
iconic FR badge, and only the more powerful engines in 
the line-up qualify. All FR cars get 17-inch alloy wheels, 
LED rear lights, dual-zone climate control, dark tinted 
rear windows, and FR-specific front- and rear bumpers. 

The Leon also comes with full-LED headlights, which 
are optional on SE and FR cars providing a powerful 
light beam that’s closer to natural daylight than any 
other sort of headlamp - a really attractive addition. 

SEAT has one of the youngest customer profiles in the 
business, with an average age of just 38, and the Leon 
SC so it’s little wonder this model is resonating with the 
company’s typical buyers.

But Sessegnon will be 
missing for a further month 
following an operation today 
on a groin injury. 

Reports in Italy linked 
Lazio with a move for 
Anelka and the 34-year-old 
claimed yesterday that the 
Rome giants were among 
several clubs who wanted to 
sign him. 

But he claimed he has no 
plans to leave and Mel said: 
“He showed against Everton 
that there are no problems 
with him. The most impor¬ 
tant thing for me is his per¬ 
formance on the pitch.
